“Bye Law M2 :■ Implementation of Arbitration Award: 

The Slock Exchange on receipt of (he arbitration award will debit the amount of the 
arbitration award amount from (he .security deposit or any other monies of the member 
(against whom an award has been passed) and keep the amount in a separate account. 

' Thereafter, a confirmation shall be obtained from the concerned member that he has not 
filed any appeal within (he stipulated time under section 34 of the Arbitration and 
Conciliation Act and only (hen the payment will be made to the awardee. If an appeal is 
filed and the same is pending in a Court of law, the amount so kept in the separate 
account be paid to the awardee in accordance with (he court orders.

The Members of the Defaults Conunillee sliall be entitled to charge to the Fund all 
expenses of creation, administration ajid management of the fund including fees of 
professional advisers. 

399 - Limited payment from Fund - 

The payment from the fund sliall be limited to the extent of the money and assets in or 
available lo the fund and in the event of any shortfall, the Exchange and/or the Defaults 
Committee sliall not be liable. 

400 - Date on which the fund becomes operational - 

Upon the Council of Management being satisfied that the value of the fund is sufficient 
ferr the fund to become operational, the Council of Management sliall specify a date as 
the dale on which the fund becomes operational. The provisions of Bye-laws relating to 
the fund shall come inlo force only on and from the date on which the fund become 
operational and sliall apply only to defaults declared after such dale. 

401 - Notwithstanding anything slated elsewhere in I lie Rules, Bye-laws and 
Regulations, the Defaults Committee sliall not be liable to pay any of the following 
amounts from the fund - 

a. An amount payable by the defaulter lo the Clearing Mouse on account of costs, 
charges, expenses, fines or penalties. 

b. Any amount payable by the Defaulter to any constituent on any account 
whatsoever: 

c. Any amount payable by the Defaulter in respect of a transaction which is not 
part of the Excliange's settlement procedure. 

d. Any amount payable by the Defaulter in respect of any transaction wliich would 

have been settled otherwise than through the Clearing House (if such default liad not 
occurred). 1 

e. Any amount payable by the Defaulter on account of bad delivery of the shares 
introduced / routed by him. 

f. Any amount payable by the Defaulter in respect of any transaction wliich is not 
entered into through the Excliange's computerized trading system.-

Byelaw 404 : 

The ethics Committee shall endeavour to promote greater awareness and understanding 
of ethical responsibilities to ensure that the Directors and functionaries shall endeavour 
to promote greater awareness ; id understanding of ethical responsibilities. The Directors 
and Functionaries, in the conduct of their business shall observe high standards of 
commercial honour and just and equitable principles of trade. The conduct of Directors 
and functionaries in business’ life should be exemplary, which will set standard for other 
members ol the Exchange to follow. The Directors and functionaries shall not use their 
position to do or get favours from the executive or administrative staff of the Exchange, 
suppliers of the Exchange or any listed company at the Exchange. The Directors and 
functionaries shall not commit any act, which will put the reputation of the Exchange in 
jeopardy. The Directors, Committee members and functionaries of the Exchange should 
comply with all rules and regulations applicable to the securities market.”

The transactions/dealings must be of an investment nature and all 
securities purchased must be held for a minimum period oif 60 days before they are sold. 
In exceptional / specific circumstances sale can be effected any time before 60 days by 
obtaining pre-clearance from the compliance officer who shall be empowered to waive 
this condition after recording in writing his satisfaction in this regard.
